Regulating Hours Per Week and 


Day For Women and Minors. 


Another batch of new Ifcwn comes 


from the printer, froin act 222 to 243, 
a large proportion creating new ottlees 
with good salaries. Among others the 
following : 


An act establishing a State "High- 


way Department and providing that 
upon petition signed by the owners of 
a majority of the assessed valuation of 
real estate of any township it shall be 
the duty of supervisors to petition 
county commissioners for a state ruad. 
if supervisors refuse or neglect, then 
petition may be presented to Court to 
compel supervisors to petition com- 
mi&siouers for road, aud if couuty 
commifesioners do not act the Court 
can make au order compelling them 
to go ahead, and when road is com- 
pleted according to the provisious o! 
the law the county pays one eighth 
and the township one eighth and the 
state six-eighths. 


Au act to provide for registration ol
